Thinks Some 
Rights Doubt 
Are Solved

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 


Everett M. Dirkscn, R-I1I., said 
today after a caucus of Republi- 
can senators he believed many 
doubts about the equal em- 
ployment provision in the civil 
rights bill had been satisified. 


Other GOP senators, however, 


said they would lik etb see the 
provision sharply restricted in 
scope and that they would make 
such proposals later. 


The closed conference 
was 


the econd held by the Republi- 
cans to explain a package of 
amendments of the bill agreed 
on by Senate leaders with Atty. 
Gen. 
Robert F. Kennedy. Dirk- 


scn is the chief author of the 
package. 


The session was devoted al- 


most entirely to the equal em- 
ployment opportunity provision, 
with most of the time consumed 
by an explanation of the pro- 
posed changes. 


Another conference was called 


for Friday. Dirkscn said some

After a session Tuesday on
